Space-Age Amenities for 
Travelers of the Future 


Not so long ago, the only help an executive traveling 
off the beaten track could expect from a hotel was a 
telephone that did not always work for long-distance 
calls and a borrowed, battered typewriter. 


Top hotels now rent fax ma- 
chines, pagers, mobile phones and 
computers for use in the 
business center or the room. The 
Hong Kong Shangri-La has even 
made a seismograph available to a 
guest. Business hotels are now in- 
Stalling at least ΩΝ Sepa = 
per room, provi moulti-voltage 
outlets for travelers who carry their 
own computers and fax machines. 

Television sets in hotel rooms of 
the future will do more than just 
broadcast news and videos. Some 
high-tech hotels, especially in the 
United States, already display in- 
coming messages and guests’ updat- 
ed hotel bills on the television 
screen, and that service will be re- 
fined. Hoteliers predict that guests 
will soon be able to check out in 
their room, pay the bill and receive 
a copy of it marked “Paid.” This 
will depend on every room having a 
printer or fax — a feature of new 
hotels such as Melbourne’s Shera- 
ton Towers Southgate, due to open 
in late 1991. 

Travel databases available to ho- 
tel business centers supply informa- 
tion on airline routes and fares, ex- 
change rates, weather forecasts, city 
guides and features on sightsecing 
and restaurants. Soon, users will be 
able to book flights and hotels 
through the computer and have 
tickets delivered by fax.
